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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim(s) 1-23 is/are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of nitrogen in the reply filed on 20 April 2006 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Applicant's election of double-walled insulation chamber in the reply filed on 20 
April 2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 81 8.03(a)). 

Applicant's election of cermet in the reply filed on 25 May 2006 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 19-21 and 23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 1-2, 4-11, 15-18 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bryson (Cryogenics). 

Claims 1-2, 4-11, 15-18 and 22 are rejected on the same grounds as stated in 
the Office Action of 21 December 2005. With respect to the amendment of the term 
"metal" to "material", the Examiner asserts that the metal of Bryson would be a material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Bryson as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Weisend (Handbook of 

Cryogenic Engineering), on the same grounds as stated in the Office Action of 21 

December 2005. 

Claims 1-3, 7-10 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Groll (US 6,544,669) in view of Bryson (Cryogenics), on the same 
grounds as stated in the Office Action of 21 December 2005. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 20 April 2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
any patent granted on Application Number 10/784,071 has been reviewed and is 
accepted.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 20 April 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that that Bryson teaches away from using heating elements in 
the chamber and does not teach heating the material. In response to applicant's 
argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
